Ltd , protested 
against the said closure as mala fille and instance of victimi 
Yation , and further protested against the allegation that the 
closurc WuS no account of unavoidable circumstances beyond 
the control of the management as alleged in the notice of 
closure . The Union claimed that the workers were entitled to 
15 days wages for every year of service and notice pay . In 
paragraph 15 of the written statement, thc Colliery Mazdoor 
Congress (HMS) states that as the management did not pay 
any heed to the letter of the union dated 5 - 6 - 70 the dispute 
was referred to thc Assistant Labour Commissioner (Central ) 
Asansol for conciliation . The conciliation effort of the said 
Officer failed due to the illegal, unjustified and mala fide atti 
tude of the management and ultimately the matter has been 
referred to for adjudication .

10 . It is accordingly submitted that the action of the man 
agement is justificd and the concerned workmen are entitled 
to no relief . 

11. In support of their respective cases two witnesses have 
been examined on behalf of the management and they are 
MW - 1 Shri G . V . Dhurde, Manager, Jcenagora Colliery who 
was working at Joyrampur colliery as Manager from June 
1973 to April 1976 and MW - 2 Shri Ramkrip : Roy . Person 
nel Officer at West Moodidih Colliery who was Welfaro 
Officer and Personnel Officer of Khas Joyrampur cullicry from 
July 1973 to 12th February , 1977. 

12 . One of the concerned workmen Shri Bhim Sao has 
cxamined himself in support of the case and Ext. W - 1 and 
Ext.

13 . Section 25C makes a mention of casual workmon . 
Whereas in the explanation it defines a " hodli workman " does 
not speak about casual workmi. n . Regarding badli workman 
it is said that ho shall cease to be regarded as such for the 
purpose of this section if he hus compleial one year of 
continuous service in the cstablishment. But it does not speak 
about the right of the casual workman when he has completed 
ono ycar of continuous service in the establishment. I may 
mention that Section 250 deals with the night of jaid off 
workman for compensation . 

14 . Certified Standing Orders or Model Standing Orders are 
not on record . Therefore, it is not possible to say whether there 
is any provision therein for the employment of casual workman . 
But ordinarily no Standing Orders speak about the casual 
workman and generally it mentions permanent, temporary and 
badll workman only .

18 . From the two cascs ref :rred to above the principles of 
law which are to be followed conerning cusual workman are 
that, if he has put in continuous service for a period for not 
less than one ycar in an establishment then the procedure laid 
down in Section 25F of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 , has 
to be followed before his retrenchment ind if such a work 
man is employed for a specific job and for speciflc period 
then on completion of that job and the expiry of that period 
he will ccaso to be in employment and can have no right of 
reinstatement. Let us now exumine the case of these two con 
cerned workmen in the light of the principles above mentioned . 

19. MW - 1 has stated that there arc threo types of wagon 
loaders in the Joyrampur colliery and they are permanent, lis 
ted and unlisted. He says further that there is a nucleus of 25 
permanent wagor loaders and there are 130 listed and 120 
unlisted casual wagon loaders . According to him for the depart 
mental trucks und tractor there is a pool of 24 listed and unlis 
ted wagon loaders . Ho says further that out of 24 only 8 to 10 
get the job in rotation . 

20. His evidence is that in 1975 placement of wngon was 
inadequate and sometimes it became difficult to provide even 
the permanent wagon loader with regular job . There were lots 
of agitation and it was decided to stop work to unlisted casual 
Wagon loaders. In pursuance thereof 110 to 115 unlisted load 
ors including these iwo workmen were stopped from work with 
cffoct from 1 - 7 - 1975. He has stated that in 1975 photograph 
of listed and permanent wagon loader was taken and photograph 
of unlisted wagon louders was not taken , Photograph was taken 
is issue identity cards and as the two concerned workmen were 
not in the man power list of the collicry being unlisted casual 
wagon loaders their photograph for identity cards was not 
taken .

21. Identical is the evidence of MW - 2 . He says ihat when 
24 casual listed wagon loaders were not available , for trucks 
and tractor loading some of the unlisted casual wayon loaders 
were employed . According to him the two concerned workmen 
were employed in trucks and tractor loading only and all those 
who were listed used to get job almost everyday. 

22 . From the evidence of the two witnesses we get that 
under instructions two types of casual louders have been exi 
stence in the colliery and somc of them have been treated as 
listed and some unlisted . Those listed have been photographed 
and identity cards have been issued while with the unlisted 
this has not been donc. Neither MW - 1 nor MW -2 hus said 
as to what was the basis for having two lists , one of listed 
cusuals and the other of unlisted casuals . Although MW - 1 
says that they are not noted in Form B Register , in Ext. W - 1 
which relates to Bhim Sao there is a note that his number 
in Form B Register is 403 und similarly in Ext. W1 / 1 which 
is with resect to Seonath Sao it is mentioned thut in Form B 
Register his number is 420 . Therefore , it is not correct to 
say that their names are not noted in Form B Register. It 
is a matter of common knowledge that man power list is 
prepared on the basis of Form B Register and when MW - 1 
says that they are not there in the mpa power list he is 
certainly not correct. In the written statemen : of the mana 
gement in paragraph 9 it is said that the two concerned work 
men were employed as casual wagon , trucks /tractor londers 
but MW - 2 says that they were employed only for trucks / 
tractor loading . 

23 . Thus as the position stands, it is clear that on the 
materials on record these two concerned workmen have been 
arbitrarily kept in the list of uolisted casuul wagon loaders 
which is purely the creation of the management of the col 
Jiery without any sanction of any Mine Rules and Regula 
tions or any provisions of the Standing Orclers .
